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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application, as amended. 

Without concession as to the propriety of the outstanding rejection, the 
independent claims have been amended to recite that the preservation objects are capable 
of being analog data corresponding to a visible image. These features are at least 
supported, for example, in Fig. 15 and the corresponding portions of the specification on 
pages 5 and 14. 

Claims 4, 15 and 25 have also been amended to address the 35 U.S.C. §1 12 
rejection. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §101 rejection, Applicants respectfully submit the claims 
are fully in compliance with all aspects of 35 U.S.C. §101. For example, in relation to 
independent Claim 1, a system is claimed that manages and stores content on preservation 
media, such as a compact disc, DVD, or other media as discussed in the specification and 
illustrated in Fig. 1 . Thus, Applicants respectfully submit the claims are not directed 
simply toward a process that consists solely of the manipulation of a data structure and 
are thus statutory. 

Regarding the art -based rejection in view Gustman, Applicants respectfully 
submit that Gustman is directed to and limited to digital data in a digital library system. 
This becomes even more evident upon review of, for example, the abstract of Gustman 
that says the invention is a digital library system that includes data capture mechanisms 
that include data transfer cataloging mechanisms, and an asset management system for 
access storage management of data and the distribution system for distributing the data 
and system functionality. 
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There is no teaching, suggestion or functionality in Gustman that allows the 
preservation objects to be capable of being a visible image on the preservation media as 
recited in the independent claims. 

At least based on the above, Applicants respectfully submit the independent 
claims are patentably distinguishable from the Gustman reference. An early Notice of 
Allowance is respectfully solicited.
